fHE HUMAN COUNTENANCE FROM A 


RACIAL POINT OF. VIEW, 


CaricntorUts Do Little Mor« Than 


Approx.lni.Bte 
Peculiarities — The 


American Face Im Not DUtlactU* 
Im Any Sen«*' ot the Word. 
"Faces present many interesting stud- 


ies,!' said an observant citizen who had 
just scanned one of the comic papers, 
"and I have been conducting a qniet lit- 
tle autographic study vrith the humau 
face as the basis. 1 have come to the 
conclusion that the American face is not 
distinctive in any sens* of the word, or. 
If it has any distinctive feature, it is in 
the fact that there is no strong charac- 
teristic that woulJ differentiate It from 
other faces of superior races. There is 
nothing that wiil call it up ia the mind 


skinned races. The Ecgibh f«ce, the- j 
Jew face, the Irish face, the Italian face, j 
the Chinese face, the Japauese face, the 
French face, tbe InJian face and evi-n 
the negro face, all thest- have something 
about them which will call up a definite j 
picture in one's miaJ.

"The English face ia a trifle dim in the 


mind's eye, and yet one may think of the 
high forehead and the high cheek bones. 
The French face is distinctive. The Ital- 
ian face, while not strongly portrayed in 
the mind's picture, is yet definite enough, j 
The Jew face is easily differentiated, and ' 
one way say the same of the Iri-h ta.rr. [ 
Memory may slightly mix for the mo- ] 
rueut the Chinese and the Japanese face, j 
but slill tbe hue of difference is cleaiiy • 
marked. Th'-rc is Lo, the poor Indian, | 
whose face- one may never forget. The j 
neirro fact- k thoroughly distinctive. 
; 


"But what shall one aay of tLe Amer- j 


lean face? Take this con.ir paper 1 havr» ', 
been scanning. And, by the way, there ! 
is one curious tiring about tho fates i 
which one may find ia comic papers, a j 
thing which one may call a polite .s!an- 
der ia caricaturing. The Jew late, tint ] 
Irish face und the African face are the 
favorites with the men who fiiiuil out j 
the alleged comical pictorials. They al- 
ways make a clownish money grabber of 
the Jew, a representation as unjust as 
the old stage portrayal of fihylock or tho 
Jew of Malta with his cap, his red fringe 
of whiskers, his wig and his criiiKius 
mien. They were equally unjust to 1'at, 
for Erin's son is nearly always a ditcher, 
with his pick, bis pipe and his overulK 
and the only justice they do him i« in 
preserving his inimitable wit. They f:fil 
to <lo even so much for the Jew. Iu both 
cases the putun's nbovv signs of having 
been made with the meat as. ou thu 
butcher's block, for they preserve noth- 
ing but the grotesque abnormalities of 
the two races. And the negro—well, he 
is ahvays Imaging around the hen roost. 


"But these faces stand out merely as 


typc'B and not an serious portrayals of the 
facial charade! istics or thu ruces to 
which they belong. They are of course 
KUggestive of certait) peculiarities which 
are common to nil mem hers of the races 
represented. But they nre horrible i-Mig 
gwatioiit, unjust and almost criminal ex- 
aggerations, for it cannot he unid that 
they are nc'-cpted with indiffeicncp by 
persons who are prejudiced one way or 
the othui. 


"Hut I was speaking of the American 


face, with itw lack of distincliveiiesw," 
the observant ritizeu continued. "The 
American face iw probably peculiar iu 
lotiiw wnys. It is peculiar in its cosnio- 
jtoHturiiKm. It ia in 0110 sense a com- 
posite fa<v.

seube, for here and there one may find 
the traces which HURgcRt n relation lo 
this, that or the other race. Jt nitiy lie a

I'ncle Sum, 
with his striped trousers, his shin ply < nt 
coat, his plug hat, his whiskers nnd his 
bland, good nulured fate, i.s a luii>i>} con- 
ception, yet he may never hoj.i- to pot- 
tray the matchless ;«nil iii(!escribiihl" co-:- 
tnopolitiuiisrn of tho American face.

is too unltiiui in its likenesses nnd unlike- 
ue.sscs. 
The lines and ligaments, thu 


muscular interlacements, the curves aud 
arches of the forchenrt nre still there. 
«nd yet they art- too delicately tioa»'. to 
be remembered when the face hua parsed 
the isjcmorj. 


"So I b:ive reocheil the conclusion aft- 


er these refle< linns that the A n u i l i n u 
face is not distinctive in the sensn ihat

Iteilct Her Katarul Tend«ucl««. 
I thiuk.quito .th«'ino.st curious Ui- 


stflii**'«<ot-b.B41iiuneKA' of-surface civ- 
ilisation among those "Zulu people cuiue 
to me in the cas« of a youug Zulu girl 
jvho had been early left nu orphan 
aud had been carefully trained In a 
clergyman's, family. 
She was about 


10 years old whcu she came as my 
nursemaid and was \ory plump and 
comely, with a beaming countenance 
and the sweetest voice and prettiest 
manners possible. 
She hud a great 


love of music and.performed haruioui- 
ously enough on aii accordiou as well 
as oil several queer little pipes aud 
reeds. She could speak, read aud write 
Duuli perfectly as well as Zulu aud 
was nearly as proficient in English. 
She curried a little Bible always in 
her pocket aud often tried my gravity 
by dropping <m one knee by uiy side 
whenever sue caught me sitting down 
and aloue aud beginning to read aloud 
from it. It was quite a new posses- 
sion, and she had not got beyond the 
opening ciiapters of Genesis and de- 
lighted in the story of "Dam and Eva," 
as she culled our lirst parents. 


She pnm-d :iu excellent nurse and 


thoroughly trustworthy. The children 
were ikvoted to her, especially tho 
baby, vvl'u learned to speak Zulu be- 
fore English aud to throw u reed as- 
bnirai as soon as he could stand firmly 
on his little fat legs. 1 brought her to 
Eugliiiid after she- had been about a 
year with me. und she adapted herself 
uiarvvlutisly und xiuhesltatiugly to the 
condition1! of a civilization far beyond 
what she had ever dreamed of.

friend of mine chanced to be returning 
to Natal aud proposed that I should 
spare uiy Zulu nurse to her. Her hus- 
band's magistracy being close to where 
Maria's tribe dwelt, it seemed a good 
opportunity tor Maria to return to her 
own country. Ho of course 1 let her go, 
begging my friend to tell me bow the 
girl got ou. The parting from the lit- 
tle boys was a heartbreaking scene, 
nor was Maria nt all comforted by the 
Hue clothe-!, all my friends insisted <>n 
giving her.

ples could console her for leaving her 
"little chieftain," but it was at all

ceived ti letter from my filend, who 
was then settled In her up country 
home, but her story of Maria's doings 
boemod well nigh Incredible, though 
perfectly true.

ed at iJurban and M aril/burg, but as 
soon as the distant settlement was 
reached Maria's kinsmen ciune around 
her and began to claim some share In 
her prosperity.

it Homemade Box. 


Some time ago, when traveling in north- 


ern Wisconsin, I came across a new 
game, which, although simple and easy 
to play, was so fascinating that I think 
every boy or girl would enjoy it. 


Here is the way to make the apparatus 


needed: Take six boards about eight 
Inches wide and two feet long and place 
them on edge iu a parallel position, with 
tlie long edges to the ground. With a 
gimlet bore a hole In each corner of the 
boards and through each set of holes 
thus made insert an Iron rod two and 
one-half feet loag. Adjust the boards on 
the rods so that a space of about fire 
inches 
intervenes between each two 


boards. Cut ten tin or wood doors fivs 
inches wide and eight inches long to fit 
in the spaces under the rods and between 
the boards and then hang these doors on 
the rods with cord or wire, taking care to 
have them loose enough to swing freely.

Hofr They Are Rounded Up by the 


Car Accountant. 


The car accountant is a typical in- 


stance of development in the railroad 
business. In the early days he did not 
exist. The superintendent was supposed 
to know in a general way what was be- 
ing- doue with the company's cars. The 
custom was for railroads to carry through 
freight as 1'ar as the end of their own 
lines in their own cars. Then it was 
transferred to the cars of the foreign 
liup, and so assisted on the next stage to 
its destination. So much time, however, 
•was lost iu making the transfers that the 
needs of shippers forced upon the rail- 
roads a departure which has now become 
their general custom. Railroads permit 
all loaded curs to go through to their 
destination without transfer and allow 
one another a certain sum for the use 
of the cars. This results in scattering 
the cars of the different roads over every 
tcctiou of truck in the country. It pro- 
duces the extraordinary processions of 
mauy colored travelers from distant lands 
that delight the eyes of youngsters at a 
railroad crossing. 


In theory the cars are permitted to run 


through over foreign roads to their desti- 
nation on the condition that on their arri- 
val they shall be unloaded promptly and 
started on the retura home. In practice 
the freight agent is apt to use the cars 
that ure most haiidy regardless of their 
ownership. 
An agent in Minneapolis 


would hardly think twice before filling up 
a Maine Central freight car with a con- 
signment for Manitoba. The agent tit 
Manitoba would not suffer a pang of con- 
science when be found himself stuffing 
the same Maine car with a cargo of sup- 
plies for Waco, Tex. Thus are begun the 
wanderings of a car to which. If it were 
not for the car accountant aud his mem- 
oranda., there would sometimes be no euJ. 


It is by no means easy to bring the 


wanderers homo. When the Maine On- 
tral'b car accountant learns from his re- 
ports that his. car is being unduly knocked 
nbout ou foreign roads, his lirst news is 
that it has spent two weeks in the yards 
at Minneapolis. A tracer is at once for- 
warded to the transportation, department 
of the railroad which is believed to be 
holding the car. By this time the car is 
on its way to Manitoba. A tracer fol- 
lows it there, but with the similar result 
of finding that the car has been dis- 
patched for the southwest. A letter to 
the company operating the line out of 
Waco brings an answer to the effect that 
it is crippled aud has been run into the 
shops for repairs or that it has been load- 
ed again, in which, case the company 
promises politely to unload it and send 
it home immediately. 
Then the car is 


promptly switched off on a branch line 
for some local consignee and is not heard 
of again, except by the needy agent who 
captured it, until it turns up in a tail end 
collision in the state of West Virginia, 
Luckily it is not a bit injured and is able 
to continue its wanderings, puisued by 
more and more vigorously worded cor- 
respondence, until somebody sends it 
home.—Carl Hovey in Ainslee's. 


A Good Suggestion. 


It is the suggestion of a trained nurse 


whose beef tea was most acceptable to a 
patient to whom in any previous illness 
t had been repellent that the beef 
should be broiled before the juice is ex- 
tracted, says the New York Evening 
Post. A thick, lean, juicy steak from 
the round is broiled over a clear fire per- 
haps two minutes on. each side, after 
which it is cut up into small squares, put 
into a saucepan, covered with cold water 
and set on the back of the stove, where 
it should steep, not boil, for fully two 
hours.

To get the 
picture of the pier and ship is an easy 
matter, but to be fortunate enough to 
obtain at tho same time those of the well 
known passengers is a different Lnatter. 


This difficulty is got around by the 


photographer first getting the picture ot 
the surrounding as a background and 
then taking on separate plates those oC 
such of the voyagers required oi whom 
they happen not to have a photo in stock. 
After these are developed the pictures of 
the individuals are cut out. after first be- 
ing reduced to the necessary size, pasted 
on the desired background, and the whole 
Ss "reproduced, generally in half tone. In 
this way are taken the pictures of thft 
high divers who are cleverly transposed 
to the top of photographs of. high poles 
or spring boards. As may be inferred by 
this "unprofessional" method, a subject 
may be placed in any background. 


Then there are the freak photographs,
